Cosby’s letter is only the latest 
indication that the uproar created 
by the Corea concert cancellation 
is growing. The firstresponse from 
the entertainmentcommunity was 
from B.B. King who announced in 
mid-June that in protest to the 
religious discrimination against 
Corea, he would not play in the 
German State of Baden- 
Wuerttemberg during his fall tour 
of Germany. 

Others who were disturbed by 
the incident include the President 
of the National Conference of Per- 
sonal Managers, Mr. Gerard W.

If we 
like the person, we will add nice words. If we do not like the person, we add 
words like quiet and loud, or any one of thousands of other kind and unkind 
words.
